The proposal received approval by 80 per cent 
of the voters who went to the polls Tuesday. Of the 
registered voters in the district, 1,424, or about 28 
per cent of the approxim ately 5.000 voters, turned 
out. 


The school district also won approval to raise 
the m axim um interest rate from 5 to 7 per cent 
on *''64,000 of bonds previously authorized by voters 
but which the district has been unable to s ell be­ 
cause of the 5 per cent lim it initially imposed. 


The $10,000.000 package approved T uesday in­ 
cludes perm ission to sell $1.000,000 m school bonds 
and authorization to request $9.000,000 in state aid.

Wilson Joins 
Security Talks 


WASHINGTON (UP1) — Prim e M inister Harold 
Wilson of B ritain sat in on a m eeting of the U S. 
National Security Council today at President Nix­ 
on’s invitation to hear and join in a discussion of 
a broad range of international problem s. 


The unusual session m arked the second day of 
W ilson's visit to W ashington. The 
Security Council 
is the chief policy m aking body on defense and for­ 
eign affairs m atters and it is rare that a foreign­ 
e r has been invited to sit in. 


Nixon apparently called the m eeting to repay 
W ilson's hospitality last y ear. Wilson invited Nixon 
to attend a m eeting of the B ritish C abinet at 10 
Downing Street while the P resident w as in London. 


Following today’s Security Council m eeting, the 
two leaders arran g ed another private discussion 
in the P resid en t's office.

DETROIT (A P) — F aced with grow ing stockpiles 
of new c a is, G eneral M otors Corp. and C hrysler 
Corp. will lay off som e assem bly line w orkers and 
shorten work weeks during F eb ru ary . 


GM officials announced T uesday work schedules 
at 22 plants would be cut back, affecting 126.500 em ­ 
ployes during F ebruary. The slowups in production 
“ a re being m ade to reflect m arket requirem ents,” 
a spokesm an said. 


C hrysler announced indefinite layoffs of about 2,200 
em ployes at four U.S. plants. Production ra te at 
three facilities a re to be reduced and one of two 
shifts is to be elim inated at the fourth.

WASHINGTON (A P) - Th* 
Suprem e Court flatly rejected 
today a plea by Gov. C laude 
Kirk of Florida that it set na­ 
tional 
standards 
for 
school 
desegregation. 
K irk’s 
plea, 
which

fram ed 
in an attem pted suit 
against the 49 other states and 
Secretary R obert H. Finch of 
the D epartm ent of Health. Edu­ 
cation and W elfare, w as turned 
back unanim ously. 
The unsigned decision, speak­ 
ing for all of the eight justices, 
said Kirk had tailed to "state a 
claim against any of the defend­ 
ants w arranting the exercise of 
the original jurisdiction of the 
co u rt.” 
Only the Suprem e Court, urw 
der the Constitution, can judge 
disputes 
betw een 
states.

without 
w aiting for responses 
from the other states or from 
Finch. 
The

also declined

A Justice Has Enough To Do 
Carswell Bars Being Nixon Adviser 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Judge 
G. H arrold Carsw ell said today 
th at

justices 
have quite enough to do in c a r­ 
rying 
out 
their 
constitutional 
responsibilities without serving 
as presidential advisers. 
The question w as raised at the 
second day of the Senate Ju d i­ 
ciary C om m ittee’s hearings on 
President Nixon’s nom ination of 
C arsw ell, a 50 year-old South­ 
ern er, to be an asso< late justice 
of the Suprem e Court. 
S-n. 
R obert 
P. 
Griffin, 
R- 
Mich., said som e objections had 
been raised that the court not 
only has infringed on the legis­ 
lative pow ers of Congress but 
its 
m em bers 
have 
involved 
them selves in the affairs of the 
executive branch of the govern­ 
m ent. 
He referred specifically to for­ 
m er Justice Abe Fort as who, he 
said, served alm ost as a day-lo- 
day adviser to form er President 
Lyndon B. Johnson. 
G riff« , who led (lit* fight that 
blocked Johoson's nununauon of 


Fort as to be chief justice, asked 
Carsw ell for his view of w hat 
role 
Suprem e 
Court 
justices 
should play in this respect. 


Carsw ell said he did not think 
a justice should be an adviser to 
the President in the sense G rif­ 
fin referred to and added that 
he couldn’t conceive of Nixon 
calling on him to do anything 
like that. 


He rem ark ed that he had m et 
Nixon only once when he shook 


hands w ith him in 1954. 
He did not, however, preclude 
a president calling on Suprem e 
Court m em bers to undertake as­ 
signm ents 
in 
noncontroversiuI 
m atters, saying that a president 
m ust have over-all responsibili­ 
ties. 


Carsw ell, now a judge on the 
Filth U.S. Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals, w as nom inated by Nixon 
last week to fill the Suprem e 
Court seat vacated by F o rtas’ 


resignation under fire last May. 
At today’s hearing, Carsw ell 
collected bouquets from R epub­ 
lican m em bers of the com m ittee 
who told him they had been im ­ 
pressed by his testim ony and 
his record as a judge and would 
support his confirm ation. 


On Tuesday, C arsw ell swore 
he never has and n ever would 
take fees for off-the-bench activ­ 
ities, and would be willing to 
disclose his financial affairs.

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Auschwitz, 25 Years Later 
State Employes Drop 
Nazi Death Camp Grimness Remains PiedgeNot to strike 


By MARTIN ZUCKER 


OSWIECIM, Poland (AP) - 
Fresh snow covers the ground 
around Auschwitz but a gray 
grimness hangs over the Nazis’ 
death camp, liberated 25 years 
ago this week. 
i 
It is a deserted hell, made 
jnto a museum and monument 
to four million victims of Adolf 
Hitler’s inhumanity. The thick 
wire fences still stand. So do the 
wooden 
watchtowers, 
once 
manned by soldiers guarding 
the Third Reich’s biggest facto­ 
ry for annihilation. 
In places, human ashes and 
bone fragments are still visible. 


The “ Arbeit macht frei" sign, 
so hideously ironic, still reigns 
over the entrance way to Ausch­ 
witz I, the main camp. It means 
“ Work brings freedom.” 
Below the sign have passed 
more than 7*2 million visitors, 
including one million foreigners, 
since 
the 
Polish 
government 
made the camp a museum in 
1947. 
Inside the gate are the red­ 
brick blockhouses in which pris­ 
oners lived. They are now filled 
‘with the remnants of mass mur­ 
der found after the camp was 
reached Jan. 27, 1945 by the So­ 
viet army. 
One display has two tons of 


hair cut 
from 
40,000 gassed 
women in the last days. Another 
is filled with shoes, another with 
artificial 
legs, 
another 
with 
shaving and 
clothes 
brushes. 
One shows a great heap of suit­ 
cases 
bearing 
the 
names of 
Jews who were brought like cat­ 
tle in freight cars from all over 
Europe 
to 
be 
liquidated 
in 
Auschwitz’s gas chambers. 
The camp was opened in June 
1940 to hold Poles arrested for 
resistance to the Nazi occupa­ 
tion of their country, later it 
was expanded and designated 
by the Nazi hierarchy to be the 
renter for the “ final solution of 
the Jewish question " 
Three- 
quarters of Auschwitz’s victims 
are believed to have been Jews, 
but in nearly five years of oper­ 
ation 
some 28 ethnic groups 
from 24 countries were counted 
among the dead. 
From the main camp the visi­ 
tor ran eo by bus to Auschwitz 
II, the camp known as B rkon- 
au, l 1 
miles away. Here were 
located four gas <jhampers and 
crematoria, destroyed by the 
Nazis before they fled, but pre­ 
served as ruins. Here, under a 
watchtower crowning a 
long, 
low barracks, came the trains 
bearing human cargo to the 
death factory. 
Under a cover of snow, the 


outline of the tr icks can still be 
seen. Here the selections were 
made by doctors: Those who 
were to go directly to the gas 
Chambers or those deemed ca­ 
pable of heavy labor, which 
meant usually a slow death by 
starvation or disease. 
Rudolf Hoess, the comman­ 
dant of Auschwitz, stated at the 
Nazi war crimes trial at Nuern- 
bsrg in 1946 that each Birkenau 
gas chamber could hold 2,000 
victims at one time. 
Hoess, who was hanged at 
Auschwitz by the Polish govern­ 
ment in 1947, described the Bir­ 
kenau facilities as an “ improve­ 
ment” to those at Treblinka, an­ 
other death camp in Poland, 
where the gas chamber could 
hold 200 persons at one time. 
The third camp at Auschwitz 
was a chemical complex—the 
Buna Worke—which the Nazis 
built for the German I. G. Far- 
ben Company with slave labor. 
Prisoners were forced to work 
there under inhuman conditions. 
After three or four months, ac­ 
cording to survivors, many men 
died from beatings, hunger or 
overwork. In three years an es­ 
timated 30,000 prisoners died 
there. 
In 1945 the retreating Nazis 
destroyed most of the plant. But 
on the ruins the Polish govern­ 


ment erected one of the coun­ 
try's 
largest chemical works. 
The Oswiecim chemical com­ 
plex, producing over 150 varie­ 
ties of synthetic rubbers and 
plastics, employs some 11,000 
workers. 
Most of the 42,000 inhabitants 
of the town of Oswiecim, where 
Auschwitz is located, earn their 
living either directly or indirect­ 
ly from this plant. 
“ It is the symbol of life with 
which the people here associate 
themselves,” said one citizen, 
“ rather 
than 
Auschwitz, 
the 
symbol of death.” 
The museum at Auschwitz is 
directed by Kaivierz Smolen, 
49, a former prisoner. He was 
arrested by the Gestapo as a 
19-vear-old in Silesia in 1940 for 
having distributed antioccupa- 
tion leaflets. The tattooed num­ 
ber on his arm signifies he was 
the 1,327th prisoner sent to the 
camp. 
Smolen worked as a clerk in 
the reception shack for political 
prisoners. 
“ I was young and strong and 
had the good luck to work in the 
office.” he says. Seven or eight 


Poles who worked with him also 
survived. 
After the war, Smolen studied 
law and worked with the Nazi 
war cries commission in Kra­ 


kow. He was appointed museum 
director in 1955. 
Occasionally when he is work­ 
ing intensely preparing material 
for an Auschwitz exhibition he 
has nightmares, 
“ This 
happens 
particularly 
after sorting through the picture 
files for the most vivid photo- 
graps,” he says. 
Smolen heads a staff of about 
120, 
including 
researchers, 
guides, watchmen and cleaning 
women. Visitors include Polish 
schoolchildren 
and 
heads 
of 
state. Charles de Gaulle, Josip 
Tito, I eonid I. Brezhnev and Al­ 
exei 
C. 
Kosygin, 
Jawaharlal 
Nehru, the Shah of Iran, Em­ 
peror Haile Selassie of Ethiopia, 
and Robert F. Kennedy have 
been among prominent visitors. 
There have been six Ausch­ 
witz trials in West Germany in­ 
volving 74 defendants who were 
among 
thn 
camp 
staff. 
Dr. 
Horst 
Schumann, 
extradited 
from Ghana in 1968, is to go on 
trial soon, accused of conduct­ 
ing sterilization experiments on 
Jews and Gypsies at Auschwitz. 
The Polish war crimes com­ 
mission says Dr. Josef Mengele, 
who experimented on twins, is 
the last major Auschwitz crimi­ 
nal whose whereabouts is not 
known. Some authorities believe 
he is in South America. 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - The

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News in Brief 
Judge Innocent... Tapes Called... Twin Arrives 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) — The judge who presided 


at the Clay Shaw trial has been declared innocent of 


charges that he supplied sex m ovies and women for 


a stag party. 


Judge Edward A. Haggerty Jr.. 56, was acquitted 
Monday night on charges of soliciting for prostitu­ 
tion. obscenity and resisting arrest. Spectators in the 
courtroom cheered the verdict by one of Haggerty’s 
colleagues on the Criminal District Court, Judge 
Matthew S. Braniff. He heard the case without a 
jury. It was in Criminal District Court before Judge 
Haggerty that Shaw, a retired New Orleans business­ 
man, was found innocent last March of a charge by 
Dist. Atty. Jim Garrison that he conspired to assassi­ 
nate President John F. Kennedy. In Haggerty’s own 
trial. Braniff ruled that the Dec. 17 stag party, at a 
midtown motel, actually was a private gathering and 
that police had no “probable cause” to raid it. 


Brewer S. Ponse, a police undercover agent who 
has a son on the vice squad, attended the party wear­ 
ing a tiny radio transmitter with a microphone hid­ 
den under his tie. It broadcast conversations to po­ 
lice outside. 


But Judge Braniff ruled that the police had not 
obtained court authorization for electronic eaves­ 
dropping and therefore it was illegal. 


Pence testified that Judge Haggerty brought in a 
sack of sex films and when he discovered that the 
“chairman of the girlie com m ittee” had fallen down 
on the job, he went out and brought back three 
women. 


Kenneth A. Reeves, an accountant, said it was a 
private bachelor party organized for him by Iriends 
prior to his wedding.

Ham Operators 
Defend Themselves 


The third tim e’s the charm , we had always 
heard. So after publishing two complaints in Action 
Line against “ ham ” operators, without so much as 
a postcard forthcoming in defense of the ham s, we 
decided to print the third. 
The charm worked. Action Line was inundated 
with letters from concerned hams. Each letter was 
excellent, but we are unable to print them all. 
To present the hams, side of the TV interfer­ 
ence issue, we will quote passages from several 
letters. 
The most important point clarified is the dif­ 
ference between “ham ” operators and citizen band 
operators. We a!! r.ood to know and understand the 
difference. Let’s hear it from the hams: 
In reply to F.N. of Pomona regarding ham 
radio: In the Pomona area there are about 700 
hams. There is another group of amateur radio 
operators called citizens band, or CB, which In­ 
clude about 2,000 area operators. Many, many, 
times we hams get the blame for their Inter­ 
ference. 
1 belong to the local ham club, Tri-County Am­ 
ateur Radio Assn., Inc., which meets the second 
Monday of each month in the basement of the 
Pomona 
First 
Federal 
building on 
N. 
Garey 
Avenue at 7:30 p.m. The public is welcome. 
When our club receives a complaint, a club mem­ 
ber goes to the accused ham’s house and to the 
complainant's house and tries to resolve the 
problem. 
I had a CB license, and I will say they are 
a lot of good CB operators, but there are some 
who do not use their broadcasting privilege as 
they should. This brings up the use of profanity. 
You can tune across any of the ham bands and 
you will hear none. 


You called our ham license “a license to an­ 
noy people.” Ask a neighbor who has talked to 
a loved one overseas, or obtained information 
from a major disaster area, or just said “hi” to 
a distant relative, all for free, courtesy of a ham, 
what they think of ham radio.

Let's take a look at the necessary qualifica­ 
tions of a ham radio operator. In order to obtain 
a ham license, thorough knowledge of the inter­ 
national Morse code is necessary. Upon (the ap- 
licant’s demonstrating to the FCC the code pro­ 
ficiency, a written test is required of applicants. 
The preparation for this examination requires 
extensive schooling in radio theory, rules and reg­ 
ulations governing operation of a radio station 
and a working knowledge of the equipment to 
be used in the radio station. Amateur radio lic­ 
ense cost $4, not $100 as F.N. stated. 
A person having TV interference who suspects 
a ham should write down the interfering broad­ 
caster’s call letters (amateurs are required to 
identify their station once every 10 minutes while 
they are on the air) and notify the Tri-County 
Amateur Radio Assn., P.O. Box 142, Pomona, CA 
91769.

It is important to discern between the “ham” 
operator and the citizens band operator. When 
you mention the use of profanity, 1 tend to think 
the problem is created by the latter, who, with­ 
in their ranks, have one or two persons in 
every community who take advantage of a privi­ 
lege of communications for unproductive ends. 
If the clarity of the communications coming 
through the TV set is such as to pick up profan­ 
ity, it should be equally simple to pick up the 
call sign of the offending station. Profanity is 
prohibited on any radio frequency, and this alone 
would be grounds for FCC action. 
The ham is regarded as a Civil Defense ad­ 
junct, and his contributions in this field are leg­ 
endary. Thie citizens band operator, on the other 
hand, merely must make application, pay an $8 
license fee and is permitted to operate, often 
without any technical ability 
whatsoever. 
Yet, 
citizens band groups, not only in Pomona but in 
many communities, have contributed to law en­ 
forcement as well as community efforts. A gen­ 
eral criticism of either group would be grossly 
unfair until all the facts are known. 
The FCC will usually investigate charges of 
interference, often 
unknown to .the complain­ 
ant, and should the offending station be at fault, 
the operator is ordered to remedy the problem or 
risk license 
suspension. Profanity is automatic 
cause for such action.

Board Okays Programs for

When the individual complaining to FCC re­ 
ceived the FCC reply, the alleged interfering sta­ 
tion received an FCC letter, too. The interfering 
station is required by regulation to answer that 
letter with a report on his side of the problem and 
what he had done to correct it, if anything. If he 
fails to send the FCC the report, and the compalint 
persists, he is liable for suspension or revocation 
of his license. 
If the interfering station can dem onstrate that 
his own TV set operates properly when his trans­ 
m itter is on the air, then the problem would ap­ 
pear to be in the TV set of the complaining owner. 
What is not generally understood is the fact 
that very few TV sets are designed and built as 
well as they could be due to m anufacturing com­ 
promises — all in the interest of keeping the price 
to the buyer as low as possible. 
The TV m anufacturer looks at the problem this 
way: 
There are about 250,000 radio amateurs in 
the United States and many millions of TV sets, 
so the odds of a TV and a radio amateur being 
next to each other are small. Some manufactur­ 
ara recognize that Interference can happen and 
stand ready to assist in fixing the problem. Un­ 
fortunately, other manufacturers are not. Per­ 
sons with TV interference 
problems, 
however, 
should check with their TV manufacturer. 
Another source of interference is the operation 
of a TV set on “rabbit ears” or an old, defective 
antenna. The use of a good antenna has cleared 
up many interference problems, simply because 
the TV set is then getting enough signal from the 
TV station and cannot see the interference.

The council took the action af­ 
ter receiving a report from the

The raises in various classifi­ 
cations set up by the committee 
range from no wage increase 
for some city employes to \2 \i 


per cent for police lieutenants, 
according to City Adm inistrator 
J. R. Wright. He added, howev­ 
er, that most of the salary in­ 
creases would range about 5 to 
7 per cent. 
The council’s action included 
a stipulation that increases to 
the fire departm ent 
personnel 
would hinge on approval of the 
county fire board. If the rural 
board approves, firemen would 
receive an increase retroactive 
to Feb. 1. 
The fire departm ent has nine 
firemen employed by the city 


and 17 working for and paid by 
the county with four others paid 
half of their salary from both 
the city and the county. 
Councilman Dan Bruno sought 
unsuccessfully to grunt all city 
firemen a raise Feb. 1. The vote 
granting the salary hike and 
hinging the raise to firemen on 
the county’s action passed 3-1 
with Bruno votmg no. Council­ 
man Joe Ames was absent. 
At one 
point, 
Wright 
said 
granting some firemen raises 
and not others would create a 
personnel problem. 


"Can it be any worse than it 
is?” Bruno shot back. 
The wage increase is not bud­ 
geted. 
Wright said conferences with 
county officials indicated that

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EDITORIALS 
Cut Off Drugs 
To Curb Crime 


When this country, from the President on down, is 
ready to assault the traffic in hard drugs with the ut­ 
most gravity and most unrelenting energy, then we 
will know that the engulfing tide of crime has some 
real prospect of being checked. 
A great mam analysts agree that the incredible 
upsurge in hard-drug use (mostly heroin) accounts 
for a substantial part of the rise in major (‘times — es­ 
pecially armed street and store robberies and burglar­ 
ies of homes and offices. 
We all know the link — the need for quick cash 
to support a very costly habit. Washington’s police 
chief estimates that a sharp cut in the city's robbery - 
burglary rate would occur if some 200 hardened nar­ 
cotics addicts could be taken off the streets. 
The time tor nonsense has passed. Let us set aside 
here the problems of the addict which relate to his 
need for understanding, for treatment which in most 
places today is either inadequate or nonexistent. The 
subject of this piece is drug trafficking. 
We are talking about the most vicious business in 
the world. In New York City last year, some 800 per­ 
sons died of heroin overdosage or drug-related ail­ 
ments. Some 220 teen-agers — one 12-vear-old boy and 
another of 13 years — included. 
At least one-half of all U.S. hard-drug users are in 
the New York City metropolitan area, and through the 
city’s port and airports flow 75 to 80 per cent of this 
nation’s illegal drug supplies. 
The Mafia, and to a lesser extent what one analyst 
calls a “pirate breed” of Puerto Ricans and expatriate 
Cubans, an' the profiteers in this cruel trade, which 
leaves a terrible trail of death, shattered bodies and 
human dereliction wherever it moves. 
They make a great deal of money from this human 
wreckage. 
In 1962, two able New York detec­ 
tives played key roles in intercepting a heroin ship­ 
ment of 112 pounds to Mafia “connections” who paid 
$500,000 for it. 
Had it stayed in Mafia hands, been thinned out 
and made its way through the disturbing network of 
low-grade “pushers” to the gullible retail buyer, it 
would have brought 32 million. 
Since that time, two 200-pound heroin shipments 
have been intercepted, one in New York and one in 
Columbus, Ga. Presumably, they would have brought 
somewhere around $50 million each to the greedy drug 
traffickers who contracted for them. 
The worst thing about the size of these sums, of 
course, is that, when this bonanza reaches the pock­ 
ets of the criminal profiteers, they can use it to fi­ 
nance a host of other shady enterprises. Not least is the4 
surreptitious entry into legitimate businesses which 
the drug traffickers may ultimately control — with 
the aim of corrupting them or milking them dry. 
So we have, then, a despicable endeavor which 
helps support organized crime in its costly deprada- 
tions against society and which feeds upon the ignor­ 
ance, gullibility, weakness and frustrations of hund­ 
reds of thousands of Americans. Far too many of these 
pathetic individuals are in our colleges and high 
schools in city and suburb. 
Obviously, the traffic must be broken at the top, 
France has a near-monopolv on the complex specialty 
of refining crude morphine into heroin. It is hard to 
believe French authorities cannot do better than they 
have in snuffing out these critical operations. 
The 
President has a right to make strong appeals. 
Any new congressional bill aimed at fighting hard 
drugs will be a waste of time if it does not help pro­ 
vide more money to find and run the drug “receiv­ 
ers” and “connections” in this country. These top 
managers are key. When they go, the whole shabby 
fabric of mean little pushers, on street or in school, 
goes down with them. 


Moon Feat -- 
Stamp of Approval 


It has become fashionable to downgrade the moon 
landing and criticize the nation’s spending on space, 
but an awful lot of people were excited at the exploit 
of Apollo 12. 
In fact, 8,743,070 of them were excited enough to 
purchase first-day “covers” of the moon landing pos­ 
tage 
stamp. 
This 
many 
souvenir envelopes and 
stamps were canceled with the special cachet, re­ 
ports Postmaster General Winton M. Blount. 
The figure is nearly triple the previous record for 
a first-day issue, the stamp commemorating John 
Glenn’s orbital flight in 1962. 
Within days after the moon stamp was announced 
last July, requests for covers began arriving in Wash­ 
ington from more than 100 countries and crested to 
60,000 to 80,000 a day. It took a crew of 100 five months 
to process them all. 


The other day this report­ 
er attended a meeting oi doc­ 
tors doing research on the 
things that happen to us while 
still in the womb awaiting 
birth. 
Some of the medical men 
s e e m e d to believe (quite 
strongly, in fact) that in large 
part 
juvenile 
delinquency, 
sexual aberrations, psychoses, 
paranoid 
states 
and 
even 
crime may be caused by what 
we experience before we see 
daylight. 
S o m e 
reported 
t h e i r 
studies and those of associates 
indicated that 
mothers 
“ in 
severe emotional states” in 
the later months of pregnancy 
produce hyperactive, uncom­ 
fortable, 
poorlv 
functioning, 
apprehensive children. 
(The 
unhappiness of the mothers in 
these cases was caused by 
some traumatic event, such as 
the death of a husband.) 
Anxious Children 
The doctors f o u n d that 
sudden, unusual noises caused 
temporary rapid increases in 
the heartbeats of unborn in­ 
fants. They noted evidence 
that a child repeatedly “start­ 
led” while in the womb, at 
birth and subsequently often 
seemed to exhibit more “anx­ 
iety” than other children. 
Because of the nature of 
the experiments, most were 
carried out with rats. Some 
doctors found that mother rats 
petted and fondled for 10 min­ 
utes three times a day during 
pregnancy were made so hap­ 
py that they produced baby 
rats that grew up with fewer 
anxieties than other rats seem 
to have. 
One experimenter deliber­ 
ately m a d e a 
number of 
pregnant rats “neurotic,” re­ 
warding behavior with food 
sometimes and with electric 
shocks at others to confuse the 
r a t s 
and 
induce 
anxiety. 
Offspring he found were less 
willing to leave their cages 
and slower to explore new 
places than is considered nor­ 
mal. 
One doctor noted that six 
million Americans are mental­ 
ly retarded. 
The cause 
is 
known in 20 per cent of the 
cases, unknown in 80 per cent. 
Some doctors at these medical 
sessions believe that much of 
the retardation is caused by 
what happens to the unborn 
child during pregnancy. 
Unborn Upset 
Though no one knows, of 
course, what causes these un­ 
happy results, it is known that 
such factors as noise, 
the 
mother’s smoking, emotional 
crises and drugs seem to “up­ 
set" the unborn child. 
Some of the doctors this 
reporter met would like to in­ 
vestigate what happens to the 
father 
and 
mother 
in 
the 
months before a child is con­ 
ceived. They know that 
1.5 
million women each year in 
this country have spontaneous 
abortions in the first few days 
of pregnancy. 
At 
least 
half 
of 
these 
embryos 
are 
so 
defective 
they could not survive under 
any conditions. 
To the re­ 
search men this suggests that 
many other less defective em­ 
bryos do survive and end up 
as physically handicapped em­ 
bryos or emotionally crippled 
individuals, even when their 
life in the vmmb has been hap­ 
py and uneventful. 
Couched in scientific ter­ 
minology 
and 
hedged 
with 
scientific 
qualifications, 
the 
possible link of these factors 
to the crime problem has as 
yet received little attention.

A bombshell report, h e l d 
back by the American Public 
Health 
Association, 
accuses 
federal and local authorities 
alike of 
practicing 
“ health 
brutality” against the poor. 
This column has obtained a 
copy of the unreleased report, 
whose grim findings should be 
read by every concerned citi­ 
zen. 
“ We are shocked and still 
reeling,” begins the report by 
the 
association’s 
president 
and immediate past president, 
Paul Comely and Lester Bres- 
low, both famed public health 
physicians. 
In Houston, the space a g e 
city with renowned 
h e a r t 
transplant facilities, the Cor- 
nely - Breslow t e a m found 
neither space nor heart for 
Mexican-Americans. 
The Houston authorities, in 
anticipation of the team ’s vis­ 
it to the worst slum area, at­ 
tempted a hasty clean-up and 
even ordered a rare garbage 
pick-up. But they could n o t 
hide the stooped, 59-year-old 
grandmother 
who had 
lost 
four of 12 children to malnu­ 
trition-induced diarrhea. Nor 
could they drive away t h e 
snakes and rats which prey 
on babies there. 
Poisoning People 
In Tulare County, Ca l i f . , 
poor 
whites 
and 
Mexican- 
Americans. too proud to go cm 
relief, told of staggering in 
the fields as spray planes il­ 
legally spewed pesticides on 
their heads. Some 200 work­ 
ers are felled or sickened 
each year despite laws against 
spraying DDT and other poi­ 
sons where people are work­ 
ing. 
“ I took the number of the 
plane and told the foreman. 
Nothing happened.” said one 
worker. Another added wear­ 
ily: “ What’s the use: T h e y 
don’t stop spraying.” 
Washington, D.C., with its 
shaded avenues and curving 
shorelines, 
is 
the 
nation’s 
pride. But in the serene Poto­ 
mac River, which g e n t l y 
washes Washington’s shores, 
the doctors found “dead fish, 


floating sewage, rotting plant 
life . . . more than 400 million 
gallons of partially treated or 
raw sewage a day.” 
Untreated defecation, dead­ 
ly salmonella and other dis­ 
ease debris are eaten by fish 
that swim up and down the 
Potomac and far beyond. In­ 
deed. Dr. Werner Janssen, a 
scientist at the Chemical Bio­ 
logical Warfare Center of Ft. 
Detrick, 
Md., 
warned 
the 
team that the fi«h were like 
secret time bombs spreading 
“the human disease-producing 
organisms . . . to a r e a s 
thought to be safe.” 
The report blames federal 
and local governments, along 
with land developers, for de­ 
spoiling and poisoning s u c h 
rivers as the Potomac. 
In Chicago, Mayor Richard 
Daley’s health commissioner 
snubbed the two distinguished 
presidents of the American 
Public Health Association. But 
they went down into the city’s 
ghettos anyway. 
Rot in Chicago 
There they found, a 
few 
minutes from the multi-mil­ 
lion 
dollar 
towers 
of 
the 
Windy City, “an unforgettable 
profile of destitution, depri­ 
vation . . . children amid rot­ 
ting garbage and trash.” 
A Negro woman could not 
get repair of her abdominal 
surgery because she couldn’t 
repay 11 pints of blood to a 
Cook County hospital. Anoth­ 
er watched her baby die an 
agonized death for three hours 
while waiting treatment in the 
emergency room. Of every I,* 
000 children born, 45 die as 
babies in one area. 
The most embittering chap­ 
ter 
in 
the 
lengthy 
report 
dealt with the truly “ forgot­ 
ten man“—the Indian w h o 
leaves 
the 
reservation 
to 
make his way on the outside 
but who winds up in a red- 
man’s ghetto. 
In Great Falls* Mont., the 
doctors discovered "Hill 57” 
—so named because there are 
“57 varieties” of tincans and 
junk on its side. There, 15 
large families have a single 


water faucet. 
Across town, 12 indian fami­ 
lies live on a hill used as a 
trash pile by local residents. 
One World War II veteran 
supports his wife and six chil­ 
dren by scavenging for auto 
parts in the hillside junk. He 
earns $2 on a good day. 
Nine years ago, a major 
cancer operation opened his 
bowels. He has no time for 
the surgery to close them, be­ 
cause of his family’s pressing 
needs. The family’s sole “util­ 
ity” is a privy 50 feet from 
his shack. 
A nearby industry refuses 
to let the impoverished Indi­ 
ans use its water line, so wa­ 
ter must be delivered at a 
high cost 
to 
the 
residents 
when the old cistern is brok­ 
en. 
Of all the cities the doctors 
visited, Atlanta seemed to be 
trying the hardest. Even there, 
they found a four-by-eight cell 
without ventilation, for t h e 
treatment of alcoholics. 
Its 
solo occupant was an alcohol­ 
ic epileptic picked up as he 
tried to make it to a hospi­ 
tal. 
Politicians, Doctors Blamed 
The two doctors, seasoned 
men who have seen many 
horrors in their lives, end 
their report with almost a 
shriek of anguish: “ Who is to 
blame in this degradation of 
life and health?” 
They 
draw 
their 
answer 
from 
a 
community 
doctor, 
who replied fiercely: “ First, 
the political structure and city 
hall. Second, organized medi­ 
cine with its platitudes. And 
third, the health care system. 
Their recommendations: re­ 
vamping medicaid, establish­ 
ing poverty clinics, l e t t i n g 
young physicians work w i t h 
the poor as an alternative to 
military duty—and, of course, 
federal outlays. 
Ironically, President Nixon 
has vetoed the $19.7 billion 
appropriation for Health, Ed­ 
ucation. and Welfare. Some of 
the money would have gone 
into just such efforts as the 
report seeks. 


Why should Judge G. Har- 
rold Carswell — who has been 
nominated for the Supreme 
Court — be criticized now for 
making a political speech in 
1948 which was in accordance 
with “ the law of the land” at 
that time? Millions of people 
have read the following quota­ 
tion from an address by Mr. 
Carswell delivered to an Am­ 
erican 
Legion 
audience 
on 
Aug. 2, 1948: 
“ I am a Southerner by an­ 
cestry, birth, training, inclin­ 
ation, belief and practice. I 
believe that segregation of the 
races is proper and the only 
and correct way of hie in our 
state. I have always so be­ 
lieved and 1 shall always so 
act.” 
Law Overturned 
But segregation was sanc­ 
tioned by “ the law of the 
land” in 1948, and it was not 
overturned until May 1954. Up 
until then, the Supreme Court 
in six decisions over a period 
of 75 years, had upheid the 
doctrine 
of 
“separate 
but 
equal” facilities. 
In the famous 
1896 case 
known as P 1 e s s v Vs. Fer­ 
guson, the Supreme Court had 
upheld the validity of a Loui­ 
siana law which provided for 
“equal but separate accom­ 
modations for the white, and 
colored races,” on railroad 
trains. It was not until 1954 
that the Supreme Court ruled 
in Brown Vs. Board of Educa­ 
tion that “separate education­ 
al facilities” are “ inherently 
unequal” and unconstitutional. 
Segregation was 
common­ 
place throughout the South in 
the years before 1954, and 
many states outside the South 
had had segregated schools 
for a long time. When the 
Supreme Court in 1896 declar­ 
ed that “separate but equal” 
was constitutional, the South 
continued 
its 
segregated 
s c h o o l s . Doubtless many 
speeches were made in 1948 
and thereafter, along with that 
of Mr. Carswell, supporting 
the principle of what was then 
“ the law of the land” with 
respect to segregation. 
Repudiates Statement 
Mr. Carswell’s speech was 
delivered while he was run­ 
ning for the Georgia Legisla­ 
ture, six years before the Su­ 
preme Court handed down its 
desegregation ruling in 1954. 
Yet he has been condemned 
all over the country in recent 
days for expressing views on 
segregation 
which 
were 
in 
compliance with “ the law of 


the land” when he spoke. Now 
— more than 21 years later— 
he has publicly repudiated the 
statement and says it is ab­ 
horrent to his personal philos­ 
ophy. 
Various 
organizations 
nevertheless 
are 
trying 
to 
block his confirmation in the 
Senate on the ground that his 
speech in 1948 makes him in­ 
eligible for the high court. 
To punish anybody today for 
upholding what was interpret­ 
ed at the time as within the 
bounds of the Constitution is 
surprising. Undoubtedly it re­ 
sults from a failure to look 
up the record and read what 
happened prior to 1954 when 
the Supreme Court made its 
momentous decision ordering 
segregation in the p u b l i c 
schools to be abolished. 
Incidentally, when Senator 
Hugo L. Black of Alabama 
was nominated to be an asso­ 
ciate justice of the Supreme 
Court by President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt on Aug. 12, 1937, 
some objection was raised to 
him because of his alleged 
membership in the Ku Klux 
Klan, but he was confirmed 
within five days. He subse­ 
quently acknowledged that he 
had once been a member of 
the Klan, but said that he had 
resigned from the organization 
and repudiated its purposes. 
Justice Black in 1954 joined 
with the other eight justices 
of the court in rendering a 
unanimous 
decision 
banning 
segregation in public schools. 
Counsel for NAACP 
Thurgood Marshall — an as­ 
sociate justice of the Supreme 
Court since 1967 and the first 
Negro to hold such an office 
— was one of the principal 
attorneys who argued the “de­ 
segregation” cases in 1954. He 
was chief counsel for the Na­ 
tional Association for the Ad­ 
vancement of Colored People. 
But nobody has ever raised 
any objection in the high Coui t 
to his having since decided 
cases which involved his for­ 
mer 
employer. 
Logically, 
there should be none, for he 
is a man of integrity. 
Because a person at one 
time was identified with a 
company that has litigation 
before the court does not nec­ 
essarily disqualify him. There 
are many people in Congress, 
however, who seem to fee! 
that the judges should disqual­ 
ify 
themselves 
when 
such 
cases arise. Perhaps the Am 
erican Bar Association oughr 
to draw up a set of rule; 
which would clarify the whole- 
problem.

In answer I say when one 
m an’s rights are abridged, we 
must all howl; lest we ioae 
our voice as a people. While 
a topless or bottomless bar is 
more than disgusting to my 
mind, the existence of such 
an establishment is not an in­ 
fringement upon my rights as 
a citizen. 
I cannot, in good 
conscience, impose my mor­ 
ality under the guise of “pub­ 
lic opinion.” 


Public opinion is a nebulous 
% 


term at best. Though many 
Pomonans are not interested 
in this sort of entertainment, 
a bar is not an autonomous 
enterprise. 
It depends upon patronage. 
By whose yardstick shall we 
measure public opinion? Shall 
we espouse the right of the 
majority to restrict the rights 
of the minority? The present 
i s s u e : “immoral entertain­ 
ment” is an unfortunate one; 
the 
m o r e 
important 
one 
is this; when do we have the 
right to dictate to others? The 
answer is clear to me: when, 
and only when, they are harm ­ 
ing themselves or others. 
Mr. Cole also seemed con­ 
cerned about the effects this 
has on children. 
“Children 
wonder what kind of people 
want to go in there and why 
and what makes people this 
way.” The answers to these 
questions are a parental res­ 
ponsibility. 
Y o u n g 
people 
would not be dissuaded from 


any of Mr. Cole’s “ time-hon­ 
ored generally agreed upon 
moral principles” if parents 
would put their duty to their 
children before their duly to 
review and reform the com­ 
munity. Jyt he asking me to 
give up iny child-raising du­ 
ties to community hands? No 
thajti you. 
According 
to 
Mr. 
Cole, 
**Each civilization that has 
fallen h a s loosened up its 
moral structure under the cry 
of the hedonist for ‘personal 
expression.’ ” 
Let me dose 
with this , . . “ they are en­ 
dowed by their creator with 
certain inalienable rights, that 
among these are life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness 
. . . whenever any form of 
government becomes destruc­ 
tive to these ends, it is the 
right of people to alter or to 
abolish it, Might not this be 
a reason lor the down fail of a 
society.

At the recent annual meeting 
of the Grocery Manufacturers 
of America. Mueller predicted 
a tremendous growth of super­ 
markets. 
“They will carry around 10.- 
000 items instead of the current

"If the public is willing to 
buy buckets of hot fried chick­ 
en, sizzling hamburgers and 
pizzas, etc., on the road to eat 
at home, why shouldn't super­ 
markets get into the act and 
sell the same items?" he asks.

Sauerbraten 


Is Hearty 


Winter Dish 


By CECILY BROWNSTONE

We’ve tried a number of re­ 
cipes for Quick Sauerbraten— j 
the variety made without mari­ 
nating the meat. The recipe that i 
follows is the best we’ve come 
upon so far because the ingre­ 
dients that accompany the meat 
are ones you’re likely to have in 
the house on any occasion. 
The gravy gets its flavor from 
the onions, molasses, vinegar, 
beef broth and seasonings that 
the meat is cooked in, and it’s a i 
rich brown color. The flavor is: 
just right—not too sweet and not 
too tart. Because it is of medi­ 
um 
consistency, 
the 
gravy 
masks the meat well.

6 medium red eating apples 
6 wooden lollipop or craft sticks 
1! :. cups sugar 
l-3rd cup light com syrup 
l-3rd cup water 
1U teaspoons white vinegar 
! ■, teaspoon red food coloring 
Wash and dry apples; remove 
stems and insert lollipop sticks 
about half inch into stem ends. 
• 
In a heavy two-quart sauce­ 
pan, stir together the sugar, 
.corn syrup, water and vinegar. 
Cook over low heat, stirring 
constantly, until sugar is dis­ 
solved; over medium heat bring 
to a boil. Continue cooking over 
medium heat, without stirring, 
until temperature reaches 300 
degrees on a candy thermome­ 
ter or until a small amount of 
the mixture dropped into very 
cold 
water 
separates 
into 
threads 
that, 
when 
removed 
from the water, feel 
hard and 
are brittle. Remove from heat* 
Stir in red food coloring just un­ 
til blended. 
Coat apples quickly, one by 
one. To do so, hold an apple by 
its wooden stick, tip 
pan and 
slide apple into syrup twirling to 
coat 
evenly. 
Withdraw

quickly from syrup and while 
twirling, let excess syrup drip 
into pan.

1 cup very finely cut unpeeled 
orange (1 very large or 2 
small oranges)

The cost of feeding a fam ily 
is putting a bigger dent in the 
paycheck—and there seems to 
be no end in sight. Again last 
mont h headlines proclaimed 
“ Consumer Prince Index High­ 
est Yet.” Translated by the 
hom em aker that means, “ What 
am I going to buy for dinner 
tonight 
that 
will 
leave 
me 
enough money to buy tomor­ 
row night’s dinner?” 
Even the U.S. 
Army has 
has thrown in the sponge. Beef 
stew has 
been removed from 
their mess halls as “ too expens­ 
ive to serve” . . . even at 
wholesale pri ces. Consumer 
prices are rising at an annual 
rate of 6 per cent with meat 
prices leading the way. 
The answer may be simpler 
than anyone imagines. As one 
sage puts it: if you need a new 
way to make both ends meet — 
make one of them fish. 
M ore Eating Fish 
The fact that the per capita 
consumption of fish in the U.S. 
rese 1 > pound per person last 
year — and is still rising — 
may be an indication of the 
American homemaker’s need to 
strike back at the supermarket 
level. 
“ Fish and sea food are an ob­ 
vious choice for the homemaker 
who must feed a healthy grow­ 
ing family and yet stay within 
the family income,” says Frank 
Holas, president of Booth Fish 
enes. “ The continuing sharp up­ 
ward climb in the cost of living 
which has prevailed all year 
shows no signs of diminishing. 
A pound of fish fillets — enough 
to provide essential proteins, vi­ 
tamins and mineral^ for a fam­ 
ily of four — can be purchased 
for as little as 39 cents. 
Gourmet Delicacy 
Booth's home economists 
point to fish’s long history as a 
gourmet delicacy. Europeans, 
they say, are accustomed to 
preparing fish in a thousand dif­ 
ferent delicious ways. Affluent 
Americans, up until now. have 
largely ignored fish perhaps be­ 
cause more expensive animal 
proteins 
were 
available 
at 
prices they could afford. But 
this pattern is changing. Nu­ 
tritionists and gourmets alike 
applaud the increased popularity 
of fish and seafood. Nutrition­ 
ists often refer to fish as the 
perfect food, while gourmets 
celebrate its delicate flavor and 
versatility. ' To the nmntionist 
the fact that fish is plentifully 
supplied with vitamins, minerals 
and amino acsds as well as high 
quality protem is all important. 
Additionally all fish are low in 
fat and calories and contain 
polyunsaturates which actually 
help the body reduce its choles­ 
terol level. 
E asily Prepared 
Gourmets admire fish because 
it is easily prepared and lends 
itself to a wide variety of 
sauces, condiments and accomp­ 
animents. As long as fish are 
not overcooked, they are always 
a taste treat. 
In preparing fish for her fam­ 
ily, the homemaker needs only 
a quarter of a pound per serv­ 
ing because fish contains no 
waste in the form of fat or 
bones. A pound of beef, pork or 
lamb shrinks considerably dur­ 
ing cooking because of its fat 
content. A pound of chicken con­ 
tains a hi gh percentage of 
bones. But a pound of fish fil­ 
lets yields just about a pound of 
cooked flesh — enough to satis­ 
fy a family of two adults and 
two children. 
But best of all, fish can help

Recently T bought FNM A bonds only 1o dis­ 
cover that this federal agency is being converted 
to private ownership. Who will guarantee the bonds 
now? What is meant by buying mortgages in the 
secondary market? — W .F. and H.S. 
A — Since both writers have asked sim ilar ques­ 
tions I w ill attempt to answer both in one column. 
In August, 1968, Lyndon Johnson, then President, 
signed a bill enabling the 30-year-old tederal Na­ 
tional Mortgage Assn. to become a privately owned 
corporation. The process of conversion began one 
month later when the Government National Mort­ 
gage Assn. was created to take over the government­ 
al function of using Treasury funds to buy subsidized 
loans on “ special assistance” housing. A second step 
was the retirement of preferred stock formerly held 
by the secretary of the Treasury. 
The change in ownership will be completed some 
78« 79« ~ ’* time this year or when one-third of FN M A ’s com- 
47« 48 - ?. mon gtQrk 
hold by individuals or companies in the 
housing field. At that time Stockholders w ill elect 
10 directors and the Administration w ill appoint five, 
three of whom must be from the mortgage, building 
and real-ostate industries. 
FNM A retains its status as an instrumentality 
of the government under the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development. It should be noted that the 
government does not guarantee agency bonds, notes 
or debentures. These issues are, however, considered 
“ prime” and are legal investments for banks, funds 
and public monies controlled by the government. 
Since the purpose of “ Fannie Mae” is to imple­ 
ment federal housing policies by assuring the smooth 
flow of funds into the secondary mortgage market, 
it has access to $2.25 billion in Treasury3 funds in 
case of need. At a weekly “ auction” conducted by 
the agency, future commitments to buy FHA, VA, 
FHDA backed mortgages are made. If better resale 
terms can be secured from private sources prior to 
the specified time, the prim ary lender is free to ac­ 
cept them. By assuring lending institutions of a sec­ 
ondary or resale market for loans these funds are 
then freed for new housing investments.
